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(Lshe  Alumni  Association  of  The  New  England 
College  of  Optometry  exists  to  respond  to  the 
needs  of  our  graduates  and  to  foster  and  strengthen 

the  bond  between  alumni  and  the  College.  The  quality 
of  the  partnership  between  the  Association  and  the  College  is 
a  predictor  of  the  degree  to  which  we  can  fulfill  that  purpose. 
Today,  we  are  in  the  midst  of  a  transition  from  an  undefined 
and,  at  times,  conflicting  relationship  between  the  alumni 
body  and  the  College  to  one  of  more  precise  definition  and 
understanding.  Several  changes,  illustrative  of  this  transition, 
are  noted  below. 

First,  Dr.  Walter  Potaznick  is  completing  six  years  of 
service  as  the  President  of  the  Alumni  Association.  These  years 
were  marked  by  a  number  of  notable  advances,  not  the  least  of 
which  was  the  full  integration  of  the  Alumni  Association  with- 
in the  administrative  structure  of  the  College.  As  a  direct  con- 
sequence of  this  outcome,  the  College  hired  its  first  Director  of 
Alumni  Affairs,  Ms.  Kerry  Campbell  Sullivan;  established  an 
endowed  Alumni  Scholarship  Fund  through  the  support  of  the 
Association;  and  significantly  increased  the  resources  assigned 
for  alumni  activities.  Participation  in  alumni  events  and  class 
reunions  has  increased,  and  the  foundation  for  future  growth 
has  been  established. 

A  second  and  very  recent  change  is  the  appointment  of 
Dr.  Hyman  Kamens  to  the  position  of  Dean  of  Alumni 
Development.  Dr.  Kamens  will  serve  as  the  senior  management 
liaison  to  the  Alumni  Association,  be  responsible  for  the  con- 
duct and  development  of  alumni  programs,  and  participate  in 
major  gift  development.  Dr.  Kamens  needs  no  introduction  to 
our  alumni  community,  having  served  the  College  for  almost 
50  years  in  a  variety  of  capacities  including  Dean  of  the 
College,  Vice  President  of  Student  Affairs,  Director  of  Clinics, 
and  Professor.  The  announcement  of  this  change  to  the  Alumni 
Association  at  its  last  meeting  was  enthusiastically  received. 

The  third  change  relates  to  the  scope  of  alumni  program- 
ming. The  College  is  actively  exploring  opportunities  for  creat- 
ing new  avenues  for  alumni  advancement.  Change  is  evident. 
The  class  reunion  calendar  is  noticeably  fuller.  College  spon- 
sored receptions  and  events  are  more  frequent.  The  number  of 
alumni  participating  in  College  admissions  and  development 
areas  is  greater.  The  percentage  of  participation  in  annual  giv- 
ing and  the  2000  In  Sight  campaign  is  increasing.  Attendance 
at  our  annual  golf  tournament  and  alumni  weekend  is  up,  and 
more  programs  are  in  the  offing." New  opportunities  for  wider 
participation  and  greater  rewards  will  emerge.  The  New 
England  College  of  Optometry  is  sustained  by  alumni  who 
care,  and  by  alumni  who  commit  time  and  money  for  its 
future.  I  believe  that  the  College  is  worthy  of  this  invest- 
ment— it  has  been  so  in  the  past,  and  will  be  in  the  future.

Competing   for  the   Future   Grant 

The  New  England  College  of  Optometry,  under  the 
direction  of  Drs.  Ronald  Watanabe  and  Paul  White  '61, 
along  with  Bausch  &  Lomb  and  the  Center  for  Organization 
Development  (a  consulting  firm)  have  created  a  revolution- 
aty  program  for  contact  lens  clinical  education  called: 
"Effective  Contact  Lens  Communication."  This  educational 
program  is  the  final  product  of  the  $10,000  Competing  for  the 
Future  Grant  which  was  awarded  to  Drs.  Watanabe  and 
White  in  1994.  The  program  consists  of  two  turn-key  mod- 
ules: "The  Importance  of  Contact  Lens  Patients  to  Practice 
Success"  and  "Building  Doctor/Patient  Communication 
Skills,"  which  were  presented  to  membets  of  the  Association 
of  Optometric  Contact  Lens  Educators  at  a  recent  meeting  in 
Rochester,  NY. 

These  two  modules  are  designed  to  teach  students  about 
current  practices  of  contact  lens  wear  and  care,  to  demon- 
strate to  students  how  patient  communication  skills  can 
impact  their  success  with  patients,  and  to  help  students 
develop  communication  skills  and  behaviors  that  will 
enhance  patient  satisfaction  and  loyalty  with  contact  lenses. 
Included  in  the  program  are  two  slide  presentations  with 
accompanying  scripts,  role  play  assignments,  and  a  videotape 
showing  examples  of  good  and  bad  communication.  By 
implementing  this  program  into  the  contact  lens  clinical 
curriculum,  students  will  have  an  edge  in  the  competitive 
world  of  contact  lens  practice. 
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The   College   Explores 
Vision-Education   Link 

One  day  a  hyperactive  first  grader,  who  was  having 
great  difficulty  concentrating  on  her  schoolwork,  was  hand- 
ed a  pair  of  sample  reading  glasses.  She  had  been  tested 
and  found  to  be  farsighted  with  focusing  problems,  as  well 
as  tracking  problems.  After  putting  on  the  glasses,  the  little 
girl  looked  in  amazement  at  het  book,  called  the  class 
to  attention,  and  proudly  announced:   "O.K.  everybody, 
I'm  learning  now." 

While  not  all  the  children's  cases  at  the  Mather  School 
have  been  that  dramatic,  the  Mather  Vision  and  Eye  Care 
Project  does  have  an  impact  on  visual  skills  and  learning 
for  a  number  of  children  with  near  point  vision  problems. 
These  are  problems  that  are  not  often  picked  up  by  the 
ttaditional  school  screenings,  but  which  have  been  identified 
by  a  mote  thorough  assessment  involving  the  Developmental 
Eye  Movement  Test  and  the  addition  of  a  near  point  acuity 
test  and  other  near  point  assessments  to  the  traditional 
Orinda  Battery  to  determine  who  needs  full  pediatric 
examinations.  Treatment  includes  distance  or  near 
prescriptions  that  are  required  and  the  appropriate 
thetapy.  Currently,  Metropolitan  Achievement  and 
Stanford  9  test  tesults  and  grades  are  being  corre- 
lated with  vision  findings  on  screenings, 
examinations,  and  follow-up  examinations. 

The  Boston  public  schools 
are  interested  in  this  pro- 
gram in  light  of

the  statistics  that  indicate  Boston  public  school  children  are 
well  below  national  norms  in  reading  and  that  reading  prob- 
lems are  highly  correlated  with  teen  pregnancy,  juvenile 
delinquency,  dropouts,  and  gtaduates  with  inadequate  job 
skills.  The  inner  city  dropout  rate  is  much  higher  than  that 
of  the  affluent  suburbs.  In  city  high  schools  9.6%  of  childten 
drop  out  of  high  school  each  year.  In  the  more  affluent  com- 
munities of  Wellesley  and  Newton,  the  percentages  are 
0.7%  and  0.9%,  respectively.  There  is  significant  litetature 
that  correlates  both  illiteracy  and  juvenile  delinquency  with 
neat  point  vision  problems. 

The  project  was  founded  and  has  been  run  for  the 
past  three  yeats  by  Dr.  Antonia  Orfield,  assistant  adjunct 
professor  of  optometry,  who  precepts  in  the  pediatric  and 
binocular  vision  clinic  at  the  New  England  Eye  Institute. 
Fortunately,  this  year's  applications  for  funding  have  been 
successful.  The  program  has  received  grants  of  $  1 ,000  from 
the  Nottheast  Congress  of  Optometry,  $5,000  per  year  for 
five  years  from  the  Massachusetts  Society  of  Optometrists, 
and  $25,000  from  the  State  Street  Bank  Foundation.  While 
most  of  the  giant  money  will  suppot t  the  clinical  work 
in  the  examination  room  at  the  Mather  School, 
some  is  also  earmarked  for  a  combined  effort 
with  statistics  experts  from  Harvard  University 
and  the  Harvard  Graduate  School  of  Education 
to  help  correlate  the  vision  findings  with  educa- 
tional test  findings,  and  make  the  results  known 
to  the  education  community.

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Visiting   Scholars   China   Program 

Four  Chinese  scholars,  Drs.  Hou  Chuan,  Li  Yang, 
Zhang  Ying  and  Ms.  Yan  Jing,  visited  the  College  during 
the  month  of  July  to  participate  in  a  one  month  intensive 
training  course  in  contact  lenses.  This  is  a  continuation  of 
the  program  being  conducted  under  the  College's  affiliation 
agreement  with  Wenzhou  Medical  College  and  the  National 
Optometry  Research  Center  in  China.  The  goal  is  to  enable 
faculty  from  all  over  China  to  develop  the  knowledge  and 
skills  needed  to  improve  the  quality  of  contact  lens  care 
nationwide. 

The  program  included  a  series  of  lectures  and  labs  given 
by  College  faculty  members  Dr.  Ronald  Watanabe,  Dr. 
Guang-Ji  Wang  '92,  and  Dr.  Clifford  Scott,  and  by  guest 
lecturers  Dr.  Sarita  Soni  of  Indiana  University,  Dr.  Desmond 
Fonn  of  the  University  of  Waterloo,  and  Dr.  Dennis  Burger 
of  the  University  of  California.  Dr.  Lu  Fan,  who  was  one  of 
the  first  Chinese  scholars  to  participate  in  this  program, 
again  visited  the  College  for  a  four  month  period  from  May 
through  August.  Along  with  developing  a  second  contact 
lens  education  course  for  use  in  China,  she  spent  time  teach- 
ing in  the  contact  lens  labs  here. 

Access  and  Success 
Conclude   Eleventh  Year 

Access  and  Success  programs  have  just  completed  an 
eleventh  summer.  The  two  programs  are  components  of 
the  Optometric  Career  Access  Program  (OCAP)  initiated  by 
the  College  in  1985.  Access  introduces  optometry  to  African 
American,  Hispanic,  Native  American,  Asian,  and  economi- 
cally and  educationally  disadvantaged  students.  Success  pre- 
pares entering  and  alternate  list  students  of  these  groups  to 
meet  the  challenges  of  their  first  year  at  the  College. 

This  year's  thirteen  Access  students  came  from  diverse 
areas  of  the  country,  including  three  from  the  Boston  area. 
Program  faculty  remarked  that  teaching  in  this  year's  pro- 
gram was  a  personal  and  professional  joy.  Fortunately  for  the 
College,  many  of  the  students  have  indicated  that  they  will 
apply  to  the  four-year  program.  As  the  students  return  to 
complete  their  undergraduate  study,  they  feel  confident  in 
their  expanded  knowledge  of  the  optometric  profession  and 
of  the  College. 


As  with  the  Access  program,  Success  program  professors 
were  impressed  by  the  inquisitive  and  eaget  nature  of  the 
students  they  taught.  Students,  likewise,  found  the  prepara- 
tion highly  valuable.

First  Ever  Pedi-Vision   Clinic   of  Eye   Care   Created 

The  Dimock  Community  Health  Center  in  Boston  is  delighted  to  be  the  first  organization  collaborating  with  the  College 
on  an  exciting  new  initiative,  the  Pedi-Vision  Clinic  of  Eye  Care.  Working  in  consultation  with  Dr.  Jack  Richman  of  the 
College,  Dimock 's  eye  care  staff  provides  comprehensive  diagnostic  and  treatment  services  to  children  with  common  eye  coordi- 
nation problems,  such  as  eye  tracking  and  teaming. 

Treatment  includes  a  regiment  of  eye  exercises  and  regular  follow-up  with  progressive  treatments.  Along  with  the  consul- 
tation and  support  of  Dr.  Richman,  the  College  provides  technical  expertise  in  the  form  of  specialized  vision  testing  equipment, 
including  a  self-pace  computer  program  to  assist  in  quantifying  and  recording  children's  skill  levels. 

The  success  of  this  program  is  that  it  cuts  across  barriers  to  care  by  locating  services  in  an  area  and  facility  already  familiar 
to  patients  while  maximizing  the  expertise  of  both  institution's  staff  through  combined  health  care  decisions,  bringing  the  best 
of  both  worlds  to  bear  on  the  care  to  our  patients.

Doing  well  by  doing  good  is  what  Dr.  Arnie  Katz 
'50,  and  his  wife  Lillian  have  done  by  making  a 
contribution  of  $76,000  to  The  New  England  College 
of  Optometry  through  the  gift  annuity  program.  It  is  their 
way  of  showing  their  pride  in 
the  College,  the  optometry  profes- 
sion, and  their  personal  achieve- 
ments. "The  school  has  been  such 
a  big  part  of  our  lives,"  Arnie 
says.  " And  this  will  continue 

our  link  with  it. " 

Arnie  Katz  was  accepted  to 
the  College  in  1946  after  serving 
in  the  Air  Force  and  received  his 
degree  in  1950.  He  met  Lillian 
at  a  school  function  while  attend- 
ing the  College  and  they  were 
married  in  1951,  as  Arnie  estab- 
lished a  private  practice  in  subur- 
ban Massachusetts.  After  over  30 
years  in  private  practice,  Arnie 
turned  his  practice  over  to  a  new 
graduate  and  returned  to  the 
College  as  a  part-time  Assistant 
Professor  and  was  instrumental  in 
establishing  the  international  program  at  the  College. 

During  his  tenure,  the  College  became  recognized  as 
the  leader  in  international  optometric  education.  Amies 
contacts  helped  establish  linkage  with  optometry  in  Italy, 
South  Africa,  Spain,  and  China.  He  continues  his  association 
with  the  profession  as  a  life  member  of  the  American 
Optometric  Association  and  a  Fellow  of  the  American 
Academy  of  Optometry.  "I've  been  associated  with  the 
profession  for  50  years,  which  is  half  the  length  of  the 
profession,"  he  says  with  a  smile.

During  his  time,  he  has  witnessed  unprecedented 
growth  in  both  the  profession  and  the  College.  The  cur- 
riculum has  expanded  from  optics  to  total  eye  care,  so 
that  optometrists  are  well  equipped  to  diagnose  eye  disease 
and  participate  in  the  management  of  ocular  disorders. 

Supporting  the  College  through  the  gift  annuity 
program  was  a  major  decision  that  involved  both  Arnie 
and  Lillian,  as  well  as  their  children  and  their  accountant. 

"Arnie  always  wanted  to  do  some- 
thing for  the  College,"  Lillian 
says.  "So  we  decided  that  he 
should  have  the  pleasure  of  doing 
it  while  he  was  alive  and  could 
see  the  results,  rather  than  leave  a 
donation  in  his  will. 
"After  meeting  with  College  offi- 
cials and  their  accountant,  Arnie 
and  Lillian  decided  to  present  the 
College  with  a  $76,000  donation, 
funded  through  a  stock  portfolio 
that  had  grown  in  value.  The  gift 
annuity  program  afforded  them  a 
significant  tax  advantage  and  an 
assured  investment  income. 
"We  are  not  wealthy,"  Lillian 
says.  "But  this  program  allowed 
us  to  make  a  major  donation 
that  will  benefit  both  us  and 
the  College." 
Arnie  asked  that  this  donation 
be  placed  in  an  unrestricted  account.  "I  have  great  trust  in 
the  administration  of  the  school,  and  have  every  confidence 
that  they  will  use  the  funds  wisely,'  he  says.

United  States.  Dr.  Molinari  was  presented  with  a  plaque 
and  prize  at  the  103rd  Annual  Meeting  in  San  Antonio, 
Texas,  in  November  before  over  8,000  members. 

Dr.  Molinari  is  being  honored  for  his  outstanding 
contribution  to  the  visual  welfare  of  his  military  and  vet- 
eran community  and  the  vision  care  profession.

Dr.  Carl  Jagolinzer,  98  years  old,  recently  passed  away 
in  East  Providence,  Rhode  Island.  He  was  an  optometrist 
in  Providence  and  East  Providence  for  59  years. 

Dr.  Jagolinzer  graduated  from  the  Massachusetts  School 
of  Optometry  in  1918  and  served  as  an  optometrist  in  the 
Navy  during  World  War  I.  While  practicing  optometry,  he 
was  chief  optometrist  and  manager  of  the  former  Outlet  Co., 
Department  of  Optometry,  for  25  years  before  resigning  in 
1945  to  open  his  own  office  in  downtown  Providence;  retir- 
ing in  1978  at  the  age  of  80. 

In  1928,  he  was  instrumental  in  establishing  the  Rhode 
Island  Boatd  of  Examiners  in  Optometry  and  was  appointed 
by  four  successive  governors  to  serve  as  an  examiner  from 
1928  through  1950.  He  served  as  chair  of  the  Rhode  Island 
Board  of  Examiners  in  Optometry  from  1941  to  1950. 

He  served  as  president  of  the  Rhode  Island  Optometric 
Association  (RIOA)  in  1931  and  was  honored  by  that  orga- 
nization in  1972. 


In  1989,  he  established  the  Dr.  Carl  Jagolinzer  Lecture 
Series,  which  is  held  every  year  at  RIOA's  annual  meeting. 
In  1985,  he  was  cited  by  the  American  Optometric 
Association  for  50  years  of  "loyal  and  faithful  service." 

Dr.  Jagolinzer  was  past  president  of  the  Roger  Williams 
Lodge  of  B'nai  B'rith  and  a  member  of  the  Temple  Beth-El. 
In  1984  he  was  the  recipient  of  the  Jewish  Community 
Center  (JCC)  Outstanding  Volunteer  Service  Award.  He  was 
also  honored  by  JCC  in  1986  for  creating  and  leading  its 
"Friend  to  Friend"  program,  which  continues  to  this  day  as 
part  of  its  weekly  programs  for  the  elderly.  His  life  story  was 
published  in  the  November  1990  issue  of  the  Rhode  Island 
Jewish  Historical  Notes. 

Dr.  Jagolinzer  leaves  two  daughters,  Marion  Goldsmith 
of  Seekonk,  MA,  and  Lois  Fain  of  Providence,  five  grandchil- 
dren and  five  great-grandchildren.  He  was  the  husband  of 
the  late  Dorothy  O.  (Schneidman)  Jagolinzer  and  the  late 
Rose  (Kestenman)  Jagolinzer.  He  will  be  sadly  missed  by  all.
